Administration Report of the Kishangarh State for the Samhat year 1993, 
(1st November, 1936, to 31st October, 1937.) 


CHAPTER I. 

OcncrnI and Pditicai. 

(A) iNTRODDCTOar. 

. The Kishangarh State lies almost in the centre of Rajputana between 
25^‘19' and 26°-59' N and 74°-40' and 75°-19' E. It has an area of 858 square 
iniles. ■ Except for small isolated patches, the territor}’^ consists of two narrow 
strips which together are 80 miles in length from north to south and have a 
breadth varying from 20 miles in the centre to about 2 miles in the southern 
extremity. The northern portion is sandy and is crossed by three parallel 
ranges of the Aravalli Hills. The southern portion is generally flat and 
fertile. During and immediately after the rains, a few streams contain water, 
while for the rest of the year all of them present sandy beds. The population 
figure according to the census of 1931 is 85,744 souls. The annual average 
of gross revenue excluding Jagir lands is in round figures Rs. 7,50,000/-. 
Politically the State forms part of the charge of the Resident at Jaipur. The 
Maharajadhiraj of Kishangarh is entitled to a salute of 15 guns. The State 
pays no tribute to the Imperial Government. 

The Ruling family are Rathore Rajputs of the House of Jodhpur having 
marriage alliances with Udaipur, Jaipur, Bundi, Alwar, Sirohi, Jaisalmer, 
Dungarpur, Partabgarh and Jhalawar. The present Maharajadhiraj, who is 
the 18th ruler of the State, is His Highness Umdae Rajhai Buland Makan 
Maharajadhiraj Maharajah Dikshit Yagyanarayan Singbji Bahadur. He was 
born on the 26th January, 1896, and was educated at the Mayo College, Ajmer, 
where he passed the Diploma Examination, standing second in order of merit. 
He succeeded to the Gadi on the 24th November, 1926.

The Hon’ble Lt. Colonel Sir George Ogilvie, K.C.I E., C.S.I., C.I.E., LA., 
Resident for Rajputana, visited Kishangarh on the 11th December 1936, and on 
the ,15th March and 9th October 1937. 

Mr. (now Sir Francis) Wylie, C.I.E., I.C.S., Resident at Jaipur, paid 
visits to Kishangarh on the 20th December 1936, and 9th October 1937. 

Mr. V. A. S. Stow, C.I.E., M.A., V.D., I.E.S , Principal, Mayo College, 
Ajmer, paid a flying visit to Kishangarh on the 5th Slarch 1937. 

Mr. B. J. K. Hallowes, I.C.S., Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara, Ajmer, and 
Mr. C. G. Herbert I.C.S., Secretary to the Hon’ble the Resident for Rajputana, 
visited Kishangarh privately on the 9th October 1937. 

The Darbar’s relations with the Political Officers remained friendly and 
cordial as ever before.

Consequent on the Instrument of Abdication having been signed by His 
Majesty King Edward the VIII on the lOth December, 1936, the High and the 
Mighty Prince Albert Frederick Arthur George was proclaimed as George the 
VI of Great Britain, Ireland and the British Dominions bejmnd the seas. King 
and Emperor of India. The Proclamation of Accession was readily the Chief 
Member of Council, in a special Darbar held in the Darikhana, on the 14th 
December 1936, at 4 p.m. A salute of 101 guns was fired. 


His Imperial Majesty King George Vi’s Coronation was celebrated in 
Kishangarb with befitting ceremon}'. Holidays were observed on the 12th and 
I3th May 1937. On the 12th May a parade was held, and a Royal Salute was 
fired in the morning. In the course of the day the poor were fed and sweets 
were distributed to school children. Prayers were offered in the temples and 
mosques for Their Majesties’ long life and prosperity. The whole town and 
the State buildings were illuminated in the evening, . 

A telegram of loyal congratulations was sent through proper channel. 

The sad news'of the death of Colonel His Highness Sawai Maharaj Shri 
Jey Singhji Bahadur, G.C.S I., G;C.I.E., of Alwar was received at Kishangarb 
on the 21st May 1937, with great sorrow and grief. All the public offices.and 
schools were closed and the beating of the Nobat was stopped for three days. 

His Highness visited Ajmer on the 30th December 1936, and on the 28th 
July 1937. 

His Highness’s visit to Mt. Abu lasted from the 1st May to the 5th 
July 1937. 

From the 21st September to the 2nd October 1937, His Highness lived 
in Muttra on a pilgrimage. 

The birthday of His Most Gracious Majesty King George VI was 
celebrated on the 9th June 1937, with usual ceremony. 


The foundation stone of the Veterinary Hospital was laid by the Hon’ble 
Lieutenant- Colonel Sir George Ogilvie, K.C.I.E., C.S.I., C.I.E., I.A., on the 9th 
October 1937- The Chief Member in requesting him to lay the foundation 
stone read the following speech 

“ Sir GiiORGR Ogilvie, and Gentlemen, 

I have great pleasure in rising to welcome our distinguished guest the 
Hon’ble Lieutenant- Colonel Sir George Ogilvie, K.C.I.E,, C.SJ., C.i.E., l.A. 
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Sir George would shortly be retiring from the service of the Government of India, 
and I believe I am voicing the sentiments of all present when I say that we ai'e 
very sorry to lose him. The only consolation is that retirement will bring him 
an opportunity to enjoy rest in his dear home, which he richly deserves after the 
hard work and strenuous life in various highly i-esponsible positions during his 
long service in the Political Department. It hardly needs mention here that he 
has been a very kind friend during the tenure of his office both as Resident in 
States and as A. G. G., and his characteristic suavity and sincerity of purpose 
have won him many friends, who during their lifetime cannot forget the charm 
he produced, by his friendliness. The sorrow, therefore, thiit is felt at his 
dejmrture, is very real all round and the Kishangarh State shares it with other 
sister States of Ihajputana, more so on account of the fact that he has been a 
very valuable and esteemed friend of our Mahar.aja. His Highness has alwaj’S 
felt rich in his friendship and tiie sorrow that he feels at his personal loss on 
account of the departure of Sir George is incalculable. It is a matter of special 
pleasure to mention that Sir George paid a visit to Kishangarh at the time of 
Hindora Utasava in the time of His late Highness and was much delighted to 
have Darshan. Let us assure him that thereby he came much nearer to the 
hearts of the Kishangarh people. 

It is with these feelings, Sir, tlurt we have dared request you to kindly 
pay us a visit here. It is a matter of real regret to us that Lad}-^ Ogilvie could 
not find it possible to oblige us with her company on this occasion. 

Gentlemen, we have all met here this morning to do honour to our 
distinguished guest here. We are very grateful to him for obliging us with a 
.visit irefore his departure from Rajputana, and for agreeing to perform the 
foundation-laying ceremony of the Veterinary Hospital in Kishang.arh. He is 
well known for his kindly feelings towards “ Jivamatra” and we trust that the 
institution, the foundation of which he w’ould shortly be laying, is to his 
liking. The need of raising a Veteriiuai'y Hospital in Kishangarh has for some 
time been feh.; but for some reason or the other it could not be taken up earlier. 
You, Sir, by your Idndly undertaking to oblige us by laying its foundation- 
stone w'ould not only be letting your good name be associated with this 
institution, but .along with it, the memory of the feelings of “ Gharoopa ” you 
have maintained with our ISIaharajas will long remain with us. 

We have at ])resent small disj^ensaries for animals in the stables and 
Dr. Ram Singh has been doing good service not only by looking to the health of 
the animals belonging to the State, but by jKiying visits to places affected by 
animal epidemics, giving necessary instructions and distributing medicines etc. 
But more is required to be done. We have, therefore, in anticipation of raising 
this institution, already sent a candidate to be trained as Veterinary Doctor 
in the Bengal Veterinary College, at Calcutta. 

A word now, Sir, about the site selected for raising this hospital will 
perhaps not be out of place. The choice h.as fallen on this place as it is outside 
the town but near it, and on the main road to Madanganj but just away from 
it: our cavalry headquarters ai-e not very distant from it; similarly the State 
Tabela is not far off.

I now request you, Sir, to kindly oblige us by laying tbe foundation 
stone of the Veterinary Hospital in Kishangarh and permit us to name it as 
“Sir George Ogilvie Veterinary Hospital, Kishangarh.” 

In flue, I pray that the Ahnighty God may grant Lady Ogilvie and 
yourself many' years of health and happiness in your rest and retirement and if 
you. Sir, come back to India, pray' forget us not, but extend to us the same 
“Gharoopa” feelings and make it a point to visit Kisbangarh. 

Before I close, let me express a feeling of earnest hope that in the hands 
of y'our successor-designate, who is no stranger to us, and of !Mr. Wylie, our 
Resident at Jaipur, who has kindly accepted our invitation and is here, the 
interests of the Kishangarh State will be as safe as ever at this juncture when 
important political changes are pending decision.” 

Sir George Ogilvie then stepped to the ]dace where the foundation stone 
was to be laid. After Puja ceremony the foundation stone was laid and 
declared to be well and truly laid. Sir George then spoke as follows: — 

“ Dewan Sahib, and Gentlemen, 

I am very sorry that owing to indisposition His Highness the Maharaja 
has been unable to grace this function with his presence. His absence has, I 
am afraid, robbed it of half its brilliance and influence. 1 am sure that I am 
voicing the wishes of all present here when I say' that 1 trust that he would 
very soon be restored to his health. I thank you most sincerely for the very 
kind words in which you have asked me to lay the foundation stone of the 
Veterinary Hospital in Kishangarh and I am deeply grateful for the sentiments 
expressed by Dewan Sahib in his speech. I can assure His Highness and the 
Dewan Sahib and others who are here present that I appreciate their kind feelings 
towards me very' very' greatly. It has given me great pleasure to come to 
Kishangarh and stay' iu His Highness' hospitable Guest House. Since I came 
as A. G. G. in Rajputana, I have never spent a night in Kishangarh and that was 
only because you were near neighbours, and 1 could come over from Ajmer 
whenever I w'ished to see His Highness. In this way' I have visited Kishangarh 
5 or 6 times in the last four ye.ars. But I could not leave Rajputana without 
living in Kishangarh once and enjoying His Highness’ kind hospitality'. 3tly' 
only regret is that this will be the last occasion on which I shall be visiting 
Kishangarh and my old friend, His Highness the Maharaja, as Resident for 
Rajputana. His Highness is a very very old friend of mine and it is veiy 
troubling to me to say good-bye to him and to this great State. With the 
laying of the foundation stone of tlie Veterinary Hospital in Kishangarh I 
shall carry away with me a senile of great pleasure that this so essential a 
requirement of an agricultural State like Kishangarh will he associated with 
my name.”

CHAPTER II. 

Administration of Land. 

For Revenue purposes, the State is divided into five Parganas or Huku- 
mats. They are Rupnagar, Karkeri, Kishangarh, Araiii, and Sarwar. Except 
in Kishangarh the Hakim exercises civil and criminal j)ower.s al.so. The 
Central controlling authority in all Revenue matters is the Revenue 
Member of Council. 

Rai Sahib Purohit Shridharji was the Revenue Member throughout the 
year and Mehta Sobhag Singhji was his Assistant, Mehta Narayandass, B.A., 
was Extra Revenue Assistant during the year under report.

The Revenue collected amounted to Rs. 2,63,014/- as compared with 
Rs. 2,66,978/- of last 3 ’ear. The deci’ease maj' be attributed to defective rain- 
fall. The Revenue is mostly collected in kind and it has been converted into 
cash at a certain fixed rate for purposes of audit and accounts. Annexure No. HI 
gives the details about the collection in each Parganah. 

The grain collected goes to the Saman-ki-Haveli where it is stored. The 
3 ’ear under report had no opening balance of grain and the grain collected 
during the year was worth Rs. ,49,698/-. !Much of this grain having been used 
for State purposes aud some of it having been sold the balance at the end of the 
year was worth Rs. 16,381/-.

The staff consisted of one officer, four Amins and one Ahalmad. The 
budget allotment for the year was Rs. 1,512/- and the actual amount spent 
was Rs. 1,316/-. 


Mehta Sobhag Singhji was Baksh Jagir up to the 25th April 1937. From 
-the 26th April 1937, Purohit Rarapratap was appointed Baksh Jagir and he held 
charge to the end of the year. 


The service of almost all the Militia Jagir holders was commuted into 
cash long ago. They pay six annas and a lialf in the rupee on the average 
gross revenue of their Jagirs. The amount of commutation fee realised during 
the year was Rs. 44,677 whereas the amounts realised during the 2 )ast five 
years are as noted below : —

Kanwar Ranmal Singh was the Deputy Manager of the Court of Wards 
up to the 5th May, 1937. Thereafter Tliakur Sanwat Singhji of Koti'i was 
appointed to work in his place. 


At the beginning of the year, 136 Jagir estates were under managemeut 
and during the j^ear 3 more estates were added bringing the total to 139, 
representing 169 horse Jagir, Of these, 4 esfcites comprising horse Jagir 
were released leaving 135 estates comprising 160^ horse Jagir under the 
management of the Court of Wards at the end of year. The Deputy^ Manager 
toured in the districts for 15 days. 

This section is under the supervision of the Revenue Department. 
•Munshi Devi Narainji was the Officer. Drafts for 100 Pattas were prepared. 
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The Department o£ which was established last year, worked well. 

The number ol! files re^ardino; Jluafi Lands brouo-ht on the resrister was 1355. 

There are 16 Panchayat Boards in the State Ffz., (1) Madanganj, (2) 
Bandarsindri, (3) Didwana, (4) Barna, (5) Karkeri, (6) Rupnagar, (7) 
Singara, (8) Fatehgarh, (9) Sainpla, (10) Hingonia, (11) Katsura, (12) 
Gothiana, (13) Lamba, (i4) .A.koria, (15) Dhasuk and (16) Dadhia. 

These deal with very petty civil cases onl^^ and are working satisfactorily. 


CHAPTER III. 

Legislation and Pkotection. 

The laws of the State are to a great extent adaptations of the codifi ed 
law in British India. The Criminal law and Procedure follow very closely the 
Indian Penal Code and the Code of the Criminal Procedure. 

Kunwar Gangasingh was Bakshi Fauj throughout the year and he held 
charge of the Madan Paltan, Madan Risala, and the State Band. 

The “Paltan” consists of (1) Umedwars, who get grain allowances for 
themselves and their families and (2) Sepoys who get salaries in cash. 

The Risala consists of 1 Officer, 2 Dafedars, 9 Non-Commissioned Officers, 
and 32 sowars including 1 Trumpeter and 2 farriers. The followers of the 
Risala number 11. 

The expenditure under the head of Paltan was Rs. 14,300/- while the 
amount spent on the maintenance of the Madan Risala and the Band was 
Rs. 12,753/-. 

Dhabhai Kishanlal, M.A , LL.B., w.as the Superintendent of Police up to 
the 21st September 1937. He was succeeded by Purohit Shrikrishnadass 
B.A., LL.B , who held charge to the end of the year. 

klathur Hari Shankar was the Deputy Superintendent of Police till the 
22nd October, 1937. 

The Police Force during the year consisted of 1 Superintendent, 1 Deputy 
Superintendent, 7 Kotwals, 4 Thanadars, 9 Head Constables, 11 Jaraadars, 95 
Constables, 52 Chowkidars, 7 Sowars, and 2 Shutar Sowars. 

The expenditure under this head came to Rs. 24,652/-. The relations with 
the border Police were friendly. 

There were on the rea-ister of Criminal Tribes 41 Minas, and 219 Baoris. 
They earn their livelihood by agriculture and manual labour. Their movements 
are watched and controlled by the Superintendent of Police in accordance 
w'ith the Criminal Tribes Regulations.

Dr. Amrit Lai Bapna, M.B., B.S., was Superintendent and Lala Durga- 
prasad was Jailor throughout the year of the Central Jail at Kishangarh. 

At the beginning of the year there were 50 ])risoners 48 being males and 
2 females; 98 men and 1 woman were admitted during the year, thus bringing 
the total to 149, of whom 146 were men and 3 women. Of these, 99 
prisoners wei'e released, of whom 96 were men and 3 women. Thus at 
the end of the year there were 50 prisoners. 

The income from the sale of fruits and vegetables grown in the Jail 
garden w'as Rs. 253/-, as against Rs. 247/- of last year. 

The Jail Industry Department worked as usual and the not profit 
amounted to Rs. 384/- as against Us. 337/- of last year. 

The charges on account of tlie establi.shment and prisoners’ clothing came 
to Rs. 2,535/-. The earnings amounted to Rs. 3,371/- representing the wages 
of 18,831 units. Annexure No. VIII shows the number of persons confined 
in the Jail.

The powers of the various Courts 


The Criminal Courts at the Capital are the Council, the Chief Court, the 
Sessions Court and Faujdari. The Criminal Courts in the Mofussil are Jit Sarwar, 
Arain, Rupnagar and Karkeri. 

The number of criminal cases disposed of by the Faujdari Court was 384 
as against 401 of last year, while the total number of cases brought on the file 
was 479. 
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141 criminal appeals were heard bj the Sessions Court leaving 8 
undecided. 

Criminal cases disposed of by the Sessions Court were 3 as against the 
same number of last year. 

Tlie number of criminal ajipeals filed in the Chief Court during the year 
was 75 as against 36 of. last year, of wliich 65 were disposed of as against 29 
of last year. The number of criminal appeals disposed of by the Council 
was 12. 

Civil cases instituted in the State during the year were 2,628 as against 
2,823 of last year, of which 2. 182 were disposed of as against 2,355 of last year. 

' The number of civil appeals disposed of by the Chief Court was 74 as 
■ against 78 of last year; while the civil appeals disposed of by the District Court 
were 159 as against 89 of last year. The number of civil appeals disposed of 
by the Council was 26. 

Final appeals both Civil and Criminal lie in Mahalcma Alia Shri Darbar. 
The Council in Mahakma Alia Shri Darbar disposed of 26 civil and 12 criminal 
appeals. 

Cases of the execution of decrees were 5,261 as against 5,036 of last year. 

The amount of work done by the Com-ts during the year is shown in 
Annexures Nos. X to XV. 

Extradition arrangements with the Mewar, Marwar, Jaipur, Bikaner, 
Indore, Karauli, Alwar, Jhalawar, and Kotah Darbars are working 
satisfactorily. During the year under report an Extradition Treaty was 
concluded with the Patiala Darbar. 

Ten offenders were extradited to Kishangarh from Marwar, two from Delhi, 
one from Jaipur and four from Rohtak District. The Kishangarh Darbar 
surrendered nine offenders to Jaipur and six to Ajmer. 

The number of documents registered was 37 5, and the fees realized under 
this head amounted to Es. 3,613/-. 

Annexures Nos. XVI and XVJ I give information about registration work. 

Municipalities exist in Kishangarh, Madanganj, (Kishangarh) and Sarwar. 

Palaces, Bazars, Kothis, Bungalows and the Eailway Station Eoad in 
Kishangarli have been electrified. Arrangements for lighting the town streets 
are made by the Municipality. The Municipal expenditure in Kishangarh was 
Es 2,659/- as against Es. 2,456/- of last year, and the receipts amounted to 
Es. 3,050/-. Tlie Municipal cases decided in Kishangarh were 48. Two 
meetings of the Ward-Members were held during the year under report. The 
amount on account of the sale of land came to Es. 5,955/-. 

The Municipal expenditure in ^ladanganj was Es. 1,136/- and the receipts 
amounted to Es. 1,158/- while in Sarwar the Municipal expenditure w'as Es. 195/- 
and the receipts amounted to Es. 806/-.

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CHAPTER I Y. 

The period fron\ Novemher 1936 to March 1937 was rainless excepting 
for the falls of 98 and 25 cents recorded at Kishangarh in November 1936, 
and February 1937 respectively. 

The first outburst of the monsoon took ])lace about the end of June 1937 
and the monsoon established itself in the first week of July. It continued to 
give rain till the 28th July but a break in the rains set in from the 29th July 
and it continued till the 1st week of September. In the 2iid week of that 
month falls of rain occurred all over the State whereby the situation was 
greatly improved and a wide-spread failure o£ crops was saved. 

Annexuro No. XIX is a statement of rainfall. 

The statement of the prices of staple food grains appears as Annex ure 
No. XX. 

The Forest area of the State is 41,682 acres, Tlie number of forest 
eases was 88 as against 130 of last year. The area closed to grazing was 2,240 
acres. Nearly 19,500 cattle grazed in the State Birs. 

The Forest produce utilized was wortli Rs. 7,'tOO/- as against Rs- 7,890/- 
of last year. The forest revenue for the year was Rs 55,528/- as against 
Rs. 57,116/- of last year, and the expenditure was Rs. 16,180/-. 

The storage of fodder for the year was 28,803 Mds. The charges for 
cpttiug and stacking grass came to Rs. 6,657/-. The sfcitements showing the 
storage and out-turn of fodder during the year under report ajtpear as Annexures 
Nos, XXI, XXII, and XXIII. 

During the year under report Shikarkhana was placed under the super- 
vision of Thakur D.alip Singhji as distinct from his status as the Home 
Mepiber of Council. 

Kunwar Ranmal Singh was the .‘^nperintendent, State Gardens, through- 
out the year. The income under this hea.d was Rs. 978/-, and the expenditure 
Rs. 3,535/-. 

Indigenous Industries consist of the manufacture of Chintzes, coloured 
cloth, and lace. . 

The Dyers and Chundri-makers are doing business as usual. 

Paper is also manufactured here on a small scale and large quantities of 
it are purchased by . the State Stationery Department for use in the State offices. 

The soap prepared by the firm of N. Parasai?' has acquired a good name 
and finds market all over India. , 

The Silora Quarries produced 39,960 cubic feet of roofing slahs'and other 
stone materials worth Rs. 21,240/-, bringing in a royalty of Rs. 1,931/- and a 
Depot Commission of Rs. 36/-. 

The gross profits amounted to Rs. 17,710/-. The establishment charges 
enme to Rs, 1,749/-, and the miscellaneous expenditure was Rs. 377/-. 
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Since the Great European War in 1914 there has been no market for 
the Sarwar Garnets, and for this reason the Sarwar Garnet Mines were not 
worked during the year. 

The rovaltv recovered from Messrs. Nathulal Kesari Mai for workins: the 
Dadhia Mica Mines came to Es. 159/-. 

The Maharajah Somyag Mills and the Ginning Factory (Madanganj 
Eishangarh) worked as usual and paid a royalty of Rs. 13,115/-. 

The Cotton Press at Eishangarh worked well and paid to the Darbar a 
royalty of Rs. 317/-. The royalt}' paid by the Cotton Press, Sarwar, was 
Rs. 400/-, and that paid by the Sarwar Ginning Factory came to Rs. 3,180/-. 

The budget allotment under the head of Public Works for the year under 
report was Rs. 87,425/-, and the amount actually spent was Rs. 31,914/-.

Dr. Amvit Lai Bapna, M.B., B.S., held- charge o£ the Medical Depart- 
ment throughout the year. 

The Medical Staff at Kishangai’h consisted o£ 1 Medical Officer, 1 Assis- 
tant, 6 Compounders, 1 Dai, 1 Vaccinator and 8 menial servants. 

The year’s e.xpenditure was Rs, 8,229/13/3 as against Rs. 7,959/2/3 of 
last year. 

The following statistics have been talien from the registers kept in the 
Kishangarh Hospital and apply to the town of Kishangarh only excepting the 
attendance figures of the District Dispensaries. 

The maximum temperature during the year was 112°F. on the IGth June 
1937 and the minimum temperature was 38“F. on the 7th January 1937. The 
mean temperature was 75°F. 

The total rainfall registered at the Hospital was 19 inches 30 cents as 
compared with 20 inches 49 cents of last year, the annual average being about 
20 inches. 

The total number of births in the Kishangarh town was 291 as against 
834 of last year thus showing a decrease of 43. The total mortality was 260 
as against 312 of la.st year thus .showing a decrease of 52. 

The population of the Kishangarh State is 85,744. The total of births 
in this population was 1,227 and that of deaths 961. Further details are to be 
found in Annexure No. XXIX. 

During the season, i.e., from April 1936 to March 1937, 1903 cases were 
vaccinated by the vaccinator Qazi Sikandar Ali throughout the State and 
■practically all were successful. The corresponding figure for the last j’ear was 
2,213 which shows a decrease of 310. 

Lymph used during the year was obtained from the Vaccine Institute, 
Punjab. The cost under this head was Rs. 250/- i.e., nearly' 26'04 pies 
per case. 

Disinfection of wells with Potash Per-Manganate was carried out as u.sua]. 

Fortunately there was no out-break of any ejndemic disea.se in the State 
and the general health of the people was good throughout the year.

A new room was constructed for the Laboratory in commemoration of 
the Silver Jubilee of His Late Majesty King George the V. It is an 
addition not only to the Hospital building but also to its utility.

(d) OutoE 4,863 cases treated medically, 111 were treated for Dysentery, 
247 for Diarrhoea, 34 for Typhoid, 74 for Venereal Diseases, 9 for Influenza, 68 
for Pneumonia, 1,816 for Malaria, 22 for Rheumatic fever, 16 for Tuberculosis 
of lung, 17 for other forms of Tuberculosis, 157 for diseases of the circulatory 
sy.stem, 776 for diseases of the respiratory system, 776 for diseases of the 
digestive system and the rest for various other complaints, 

(e) Out of 10,581 cases treated surgically, 2,747 cases were treated for 
diseases of the eye, 1,136 for disejjses of the ear, 601 for diseases of the nose, 
424 for diseases of bones, Joints, muscles and fascia, 1,358 for diseases of areol.ar 
tissue, 1,355 for ulcers, 821 for diseases of skin, 4 for stones in bladder, 845 
for injuries, 1 for normal labour, 1 for abnormal labour and the rest for various 
other ailments. 

(/) Out of 142 cases treated for poisons, 5 were treated for opium 
poisonipg and 137 for various other poisons and all were successful. 

(g) Out of total number of operations, i.e., 879, 489 were major and 
390 minor. 

(A) Out of 489 major operations, 1 was for removal of stone from bladder, 
1 for removal of stone from Urethra, 1 for amputation of thigh, 2 for radical 
cure of bleeding piles by injection method, 1 for replacing prolapse of anus, 1 for 
carbuncle, 1 for paracentesis abdominis, 7 for removal of new-growths (tumours 
and cysts), 21 for removal of lymph glands, 34 for e.vtraction of foreign bodies, 
6 for removal of foreign bodies from the eye, 3 for dilatation of stricture of 
\u-ethra, 1 for setting dislocation of shoulder Joint, 13 for setting of fractured 
bones, 25 for catheterisation and sounding, 11 Intravenous injections were given 
and 1 case of normal and 1 of abnormal labour were successfully conducted and 
cured. 358 extractions of teeth were carried out. Practically alb the operations 
were successful. 

(i) Out of these rpajor operations, 12 were done on in-patients and 477 
on out-patients.- 

No microscopic work was done e.xcepting a few uripe examinations. Now 
as a new room has been constructed for the laboratory and ;it is being duly 
furnished, scope for more laboratory work is being created to be done in the future. 

The post of a lady Doctor and a trained nurse, remaining vacant the 
Medical Officer attended to female cases throughout the year. 

There were two deaths in the Jail during the year under report, both con- 
victs having died of burns received from a rock explosion while working in a well. 



The total Hvimher of new out-patients was 382 .Ts compared with 248' of last 
year. The average daih’ strength of the prisoners was 60'05 as compared with 
69'44 of iiist year and tlie average dail}’ number of sick was 4*27 as compared 
wirh 3'31 of last year. No infectious disease ease occurred in the Jail and the 
general healtli of the prisoners was on the -whole good except for a few cases of. 
scurv}', which were treated with change in diet and cured. 

Altogether 9.5 reports were issued during the year, out of which 7 were for 
postmortem examinations, 1 for grievous hurt, 3 for examination of edibles, 10 
for estimation of age, 6 for e.xamination of insanes, and the rest for simple hurts. 

Out of 7 postmortem examinations, 2 were done for infanticide, 3 for 
drownins; and 2 for deaths due to shock. 

11 cases were sent for antirabic treatment at the Ajmer centre (Antirabic 
clinic). All the persons sent for treatment did well and are surviving. The 
expenditure under this head was Rs. 92/12/-. 

This remained in charge of compounder Pannalal Sharma throughout the 
year. The number of new out-patients w'as 3,525 as compared with 2,632 of 
last year, and the average dail^”^ out-patients’ attendance was 17*59 as compared 
with 13‘72 of last year. No in-patient was kept for -u'ant of accommodation; and 
three cases of serious accidents were sent to the General Hospital for treatment. 

There are three District Dispensaries at Sarwar, Rupnagar and Arain. 

Sarwar Dispensary : — This remained in charge of S. A. S. Rahmatali 
throughout the year. 

The number of new out-patients treated was 6,535 as compared -ndtli 5,227 
of last year and the average daily out-patients’ attendance was 31*24 as compared 
with 24*36 of last year thereby showing an increase in number as well as in 
average daily attendance. 17 in-patients were kept and treated in the 
dispensarj'^ and all were cured. The average daily in-patients’ attendance was 
T8. A new building for the dispensai*}'- is under construction, under King 
Geoi*ge the V Silver Jubilee Fund allocations and udll soon be ready. 

Rupnagar Dispensary; — This remained in charge of compounder Narain- 
singh from the 1st November 1936 to the loth June 1937 and then in charge 
of compounder Hiralal Dhabhai, who worked to the end of the year. 

The number of new out-patients treated was 3,669 as compared with 2,474 
of last year and the average daily out-patients’ attendance w.as 17-66 as compared 
■u’ith 15-82 of last year. So in-patients were kept there. A new building for 
the dis))ensary, has well nigh been completed under King George the V Silver 
Jubilee Fund allocations. 

A-Rain Dispensary : — This remained in charge of compounder Hiralal 
Dhabhai from the 1st November 193 3 to the 2nd June 1937 and then in charge 
of compounder Lalchand, wlio worked there to the end of the year. The number 
of new out-patients treated was 2,504 as compared with 1,503 of last year and 
the average daily oiit-patieuts’ attendance was 12*96 as compared with 9-68 of 
last year. No in-patient was ke{)t there- Tlie con.struction of a building for 
fhe dispensary is to be taken in hand under King George the V Silver Jubilee 
Fund allocjitions.

Girksl schools are at (1) Kishangarhj and (2) Sarwar, The number of 
pupils on the roll u-as 87 as against 69 of last year. 

The school at Kishano-arh had 5 classes from infant to the 3rd class. 
The number of pupils on the roll was 56 as against 69 of last year. 

There is one Aided School at Chosla. 

The Private Schools are as follows : — 

(1) Boys’ Schools: — 

(i) Shri Jain Gyansagar Pathshala, Kishangarh. 

(it) Pushtikar School, Kishangarh. 

(iii) Shri Sardul Pathshala, iJadanganj. 

(2) Girls’ Schools: — 

(i) Mission School, Kishangarh. 

(ii) Girls’ School, Madauganj. 

There are 4 boarding houses in the State. Of these, two are at Kishan- 
garh, and one at A rain and Sarwar each. 

The two boarding houses at Kishangarh .are (1) the Sadar Boarding 
House, and (2) The Yatendra Noble Boarding House. In the former there 
were 17 self-supporting boarders, the staff being maintained by the Shite, and 
in the latter, which is being maintained by the State at an annual cost of 
Rs. 1,4S9J-, there were 38 boarders all being sons of Rajput Jagirdars. The 
annual e.\penditure of the Sadar Boarding House was Rs. 442/-. 

In the boarding houses at Arain and Sarwar there were about 51 students. 
Both these boarding houses are inaintaiued by the State. The expenditure was 
Rs. 6 1 5/-. 

Mr. Abdul Latif was the Scout blaster. The number of Scouts and Cubs 
was 40 as against 37 of last year. 

The recipients of scholarships during the year were as follows : — 

1. Mahnote Ainarsingb, who was sent to Saugor last year for Police 
training, passed the Examination. 

2. Syed Mahboob Ali is receiving Medical training at the King Edward 
Hospital Sledical^School, Indore. 

3. Of the three candidates, who were receiving training in agriculture 
in the Jut Intermediate College, Lakhaoti (Bulandshahr), two, namely Sangmm 
Singh and Mumtaz Ali Khan turned out successfid. 

4. Rajwin Sabal Singhji is studying Law in the Agra College, and 
bolds a scholarship of Rs. 50/- per month.

Prabhakar Press, which is able to do good printing work in Hindi, 

The Raj Library remained in charge of Master Lacbhm.an Singhji. In 
the j^ear under report the number of volumes in the Liltrary was 7,937 includ- 
ing several valuable manuscripts in Sanskrit, Hindi, .E7ig]ii3li, Baiigla, Marathi 
and Canadi etc. Newspapers and magazities 8 in number were subscribed 
during the year, for affording facilities to the clerics, officials, and the public. 
The public desire for reading news papers is gradually increasing. 

The work of the Local Walterkrit Sabha Avas supervised by the Bakshi 
Jagir. Altogether 100 cases were decided, of wliich 52 related to marriage 
e.xpenses and 48 to expenses connected Avith funerals. 

Stationery worth Rs. 4,984/- was purchased and distributed to the State 
Courts and Offices. This sum includes R.s. 1,365/- on account of printing 
charges. Local purchases amounted to Rs. 2,158/-. The Stationery Stores 
were managed by Purohit Ramnarain, Head Clerk of the English Office. 

Kavishwar Ghanshyam was the Tawarikh Officer throughout the year, . 

Entries of the Itlaq of the Sambat year 1993 were made in the register 
and a comparison of Itlaqs Nos. 42 to 60 was made. Assistance was rendered 
to the Revenue Departmet in preparing Pattas. 242 files were received from 
Mahakraa Muafiyat, of which 39 were returned with necessary notes. 

Mr. Mtxnohar Lai, D. M. E., avus in charge of the Power House through- 
out the year. 

Some neAV' lights Avero extended for the public as well as for the State.
